BEFORE KATHY GRIFFIN bitched about her life on the 
D-list, before Sarah Silverman's dirty mouth made her 
famous, before Chelsea Handler had her own big gay 
following, there was Sandra Bernhard.

I think the 
American public will get tired of her pretty quickly. 

Why don't we ever see you out at the clubs anymore? 

I don't really get out as much as I used to. So much of my

IT'S THE CHEESE 

As a former theater and once department store that seats 
6,000, Bond 45 is the type of restaurant that lures in well-in¬ 
formed Times Square tourists in droves. Everything about 
the place is sprawling, from the pink and blue neon sign that 
greets you outside (you can't miss the place) to the marble 
staircase separating the two levels of dining. The result is a 
somewhat corporate atmosphere that feels at first just a few 
notches above a Macaroni Grill, but redeems itself with excel¬ 
lent entrees, and particularly the cheese. 

Sitting around what was apparently the Rosie O'Donnell 
table near distressed mirrors and tourists discussing deer 
hunting and venison stew, my date and I were at first a little 
wary of Bond 45. Then the Italian food started arriving and 
I felt amore! To start off the evening our incredibly percep¬ 
tive and sometimes playful waiter recommended the Burrata 
Pugliese Caprese, an appetizer that has since made multiple 
appearances in my dreams. Made fresh in house, this creamy 
mozzarella was pillowy soft and complimented with a trio of 
fresh tomatoes. 

Having read that New York Magazine called Bond 45's sig¬ 
nature pizzas the best in the city, my date ordered the Organ¬ 
ic Eggplant Parmigiana. We were ceremoniously presented 
with a paper thin Neapolitan style treat expansive enough to 
measure in square feet and almost worthy of the title. Topped 
with buffalo mozzarella, micro basil, Parmigiano Reggiano 
and delicious fire roasted San Marzano tomatoes, the pizza 
was crunchy around the perimeter and chewy near the inside. 
My Sliced Prime Steak Gorganzola was equally appealing. 
Artfully presented with a tangle of crunchy, sweet onions and 
served crostone style with a gorgonzola sauce, I almost wilted 
with the first bite. 

Bond 45 isn't a romantic hideaway, but the food, from fried 
artichokes to chocolate covered cheesecake, is most excel¬ 
lent. Rest assured knowing that this tourist haven is sending 
visitors home with a wonderful taste of New York.

Rod Lurie's Nothing But the Truth is, at 
times, a striking portrait of two tremen¬ 
dous women thrust into a dismal situa¬ 
tion. The problem, however, is that the 
inconsistencies in the script and acting 
ultimately make that story infuriating. 
Reporter Rachel Armstrong (a fairly 
successful and generally likeable Kate 
Beckinsale) discovers that the presi¬ 
dent ignored an intelligence report 
in order to declare war. In printing the 
story, Armstrong releases the name of 
an undercover CIA agent, who just so 
happens to be a fellow soccer mom. 
Once Armstrong's story breaks, the 
consequences quickly mount beyond 
even her wildest expectations, and by 
withholding the name of her primary 
source—violating a federal law—she 
is held in contempt of court and jailed. 


Vera Farmiga delivers a taut balancing 
act of loving mother and potentially 
dishonored operative, while Alan Alda 
offers up a noteworthy performance 
as Armstrong's charmingly doddering 
power attorney. The rest of the cast, 
including a predictable Matt Dillon 
and flat Angela Bassett, are spotty at 
best. The film touches on issues of in¬ 
tegrity, journalistic rights and national 
security. The themes of career versus 
motherhood and an increasingly fear- 
driven society illuminate an otherwise 
recycled script, but the film ends with 
a brutal twist, undermining the entire 
plot. You're left wondering what's been 
accomplished and at what cost.

little group action. But when the big day 
arrives, word of Tony's indiscretions gets 
back to his fiance, Andrew Blue. Instead 
of throwing a queeny fit, Blue responds 
with a threeway over the canapes with 
chefs TJ Hawke and Lucky Daniels. 

Of course, the big whoop about this 
film is bodybuilding legend Zeb Atlas fi¬ 
nally having gay butt sex with a real-life 
man—former Splash bartender Adam 
Killian. I have to admit, as the lone 
straighty at the party, seduced by all the 
gay talk, Zeb really puts his all into this, 
so to speak. But the best scenes are defi¬ 
nitely Capucci giving Frost everything he 
wants, and Cummings endlessly riding 
Jaxx in total ecstasy. 

There are some problems, as always. 
Rhodes and Heart both look totally 
stoned off their asses through most of 
the film, although I suspect they're play¬ 
ing up their wild off-screen reputations.
